The Grand Avenue Bridge. 

The committee on streets, bridges and culverts 
submitted to the B. P. L this morning a report em- 
bodying their plans for the Grand Avenue bridge, 
between Manchester road and Papin street, showing 
that the structure will be 725 feet long, divided into 
three spans, one of 380 feet and two of 1725 feet 
each. The roadway is carried by a system of sus- 
pension links passing over towers 880 feet apart, 
which forms the center span of the bridge, The top 
of the towers will be about 80 feet above the bed of 
the valley. The north approach is carried 
over Bernard street, and the south =  ap- 
proach over Gratiot street, on iron 
trestles, the former 160 feet long and the latter 180 
feet. The width of the bridge will be 60 feet from 
outside to outside of rail, wuich provides a road- 
way of 36 feet between guard rails. The total 
length of the bridge from the south line of Manches- 
ter Road to the south end of the masonry of the 
south approach will be 1,440 feet. The cost of the 
bridge will be $287,280, divided as follows: South 
approach, $14,740; trestle across Bernard street, 
$20,000; train bridge, $222,580: trestie across Gra- 
tiot street, $22,800; south abutment, $7,200. The 
committee's report was approved and was referred 
to the committee on streets and alleys, witn in- 
structions to prepare the necessary ordinances. The 
Street Commissioner was instructed to report the 
estimates of cost to the Comptroller and to confer 
with him and report to the Board.
